The project grew from 
a 
proper 
seed 
— 
a 
child’s 
question. 
Taylor, a graduate of Nor­ 
thern 
B aptist 
Theological 
Seminary, would read the Bible 
regularly at his home to his IO 
children. 
After a difficult passage, he 
would 
usually 
have 
to 
p a ra p h ra se 
it 
into 
sim ple 
English, with the footnote, 
“That’s what it m eans.’’ 
“Then why doesn’t it say so?” 
a child would ask — many 
times. 
After a few such questions, 
Taylor himself began to wonder 
why the language was so dif­ 
ficult, especially since it’s the 
young 
whom 
te a c h e rs 
of 
Christianity are trying to reach. 
Then, about 1956, he began to 
put his rephrasings on paper. 
By 1962, he had finished all the 
New Testament Epistles. He 
tried to get them published.

pering.” Four publishers turned 
thumbs down on the project. 
“ I was crushed.” recalled 
Taylor, who is no modernist. 
“ My 
whole 
background

respect for God’s W’ord and 
belief in its inspiration and 
authority. My purpose was not 
to 
‘tam p er’ with it, but 
to 
convey its real content more 
accurately and clearly. Only the 
Lord gave me the courage to go 
ahead with it.” 
Like a 
religious man, he 
rem em bered 
Matthew 
17:20, 
which, in “The Living Bible” is 
“ For if you had faith even as 
sm all 
as 
a 
tiny 
m ustard 
seed...nothing 
would 
be 
im­ 
possible.” 
So, on faith, he had 2,000 
copies of 
his 
paraphrasings 
produced 
privately under the 
title, “Living Letters,” when a 
printer extended him credit He 
handled mail orders from a 
home garage in Wheaton, 111 
Orders trickled in until, in 
1963, his work caught the eye of 
Billy 
G raham , 
who 
ordered 
50,000 copies for distribution. 
Taylor did not stop, with such 
a 
giant 
“ e v a n g e lic a l” 
as 
G raham 
on 
his 
side. 
He 


paraphrased other parts of the 
Bible and printed them under 
such titles as “ Living Gospels,” 
“ Living 
P ro p h e c ie s” 
and 
“ Living Psalms and Proverbs.” 
The sale volume hit 
nine 
million copies. By last Sep­ 
tem b er, 
the 
en tire 
p a ra p h ra sin g 
project 
was 
produced in one 1,020 page book 
titled “The Living Bible.” It is 
in its fourth printing with 2 
million copies in circulation. In 
many big cities it has landed on 
the best seller list. 
During National Bible Week, 
the 
annual 
aw a rd 
of 
the 
L a y m a n ’s Bible C om m ittee 
went to Taylor for his 16 years 
of work. 
A side epic is the growth of 
Taylor’s home born publishing 
firm, Tyndale House, Wheaton, 
of which he is president. Tyn­ 
dale House now handles 75 
other published titles and has a 
m u ltim illio n - d o lla r 
s a le s 
volume. It has an expanded 
$300,000 plant, more than 50 
employees and a branch in 
England named for William 
Tyndale’s colleague in Bible 
translations, Miles Coverdale. 
Taylor channels royalties 
from the sale of Bibles into a 
foundation 
that 
provides 
translations into 51 languages. 
Said 
G raham 
about 
the 
completed project: 
“ In 
this 
book 
I 
have read the 
age 
abiding truths of the Scriptures 
with renewed interest and in­ 
spiration, as though coming to 
me directly from God. “The 
Living Bible” 
communicates 
the message of Christ to our 
generation. Reading it will give 
a new understanding of the 
Scriptures.” 
O t h e r 
c o n s e r v a t i v e 
Protestants have also praised 
the book, men like Herschel H. 
Hobbs of Oklahoma City, past 
president 
of 
the 
Southern 
Baptist Convention; Robert H. 
Pierson, 
p resid en t of the 
Seventh-Day Adventist Church ; 
and 
Joseph 
H. 
Jackson 
of 
Chicago, 
p resid ent 
of 
the 
National 
Baptist 
Convention, 
U.S.A. 
These testify that the con­ 
servatives, after seeing many a 
Bible translation since the RSV 
shook them up, seem to have 
lost their fear of “tampering 
with the Word.” 
One of the objections to the 


Revised Standard Version was 
the translation in Isaiah 7:14 as 
. . . “ Behold a young woman 
shall conceive and bear a son, 
and shall call his name Im ­ 
manuel 
. .” This passage, 
interpreted as forecasting the 
birth of Jesus, was offensive to 
fu n d am en talists 
and 
other 
conservatives, because it used 
the 
words 
“ young 
wom an” 
instead of “virgin,” and thus, 
they thought, detracted from 
the divinity of Christ. 


In 
“The Living Bible,” the 
words is “virgin.” 


Taylor’s paraphrased version 
contains short sentences, short 
words and “plain talk” that 
make for fast, sometimes ex­ 
citing prose. For instance: 
“Absalom said to his men; 
“ Wait until Amnon gets drunk, 
then, at my signal, kill him! 
Don’t be afraid I ’m the one who 
gives the orders around here 
and this is a command. Take 
courage and do it!” (2 Samuel 
13:28) 
“ Well, look!” 
Nebuchad­ 
nezzar shouted. ‘I see four men, 
unbound, walking around the 
fire, and they a re n ’t even hurt 
by the flames! And the fourth 
looks like a god!” 
“Then Nebuchadnezzar came 
as close as he could to the open 
door of the flaming furnace and 
yelled, ‘Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego, servants of the Most 
High God! Come out! Come 
Here! ’ So they stepped out of 
the fire.” . . . Daniel 3:25, 26. 
“ Don’t talk so much. You 
keep putting your foot in your 
mouth. Be sensible and turn off 
the flow! When a good man 
speaks, he is worth listening to, 
but the words 
of fools are a 
dime a dozen.” (Proverbs 10:20, 


21. ) 
“ A constant dripping on a 
rainy day and a cranky woman 
are much alike! You can no 
more stop her complaints than 
you can stop the wind or hold 
onto 
anything 
with 
oil-slick 
hands.” (Proverbs 27: 16, 16). 
Taylor, now 54 years old, was 
once director of the Moody 
Press, which is connected with 
C hicago’s Moody Bible In­ 
stitute. Of the curious Taylor 
children who started it all, five 
have finished college, two are 
now in college, and three are in 
high school.

approach is one of moderation. I 
attempt to be calm and explain to my 
child the right and w’rong of his act. 
“I do this in a calm, moderate 
voice, using everyday language. I do 
not talk down to him, but as I would to 
another adult. 
I explain that his 
disobedience requires a punishment. 
I explain that society has certain 
standards of behavior in given cir­ 
cumstances and that people conform 
to these norms of conduct. 
“I suggest to him that adults are 
punished, too, when 
they socially 
misbehave. The form of punishment 
may be different — loss of friendship, 
for example, when we offend our 
friends — but everyone pays for anti­ 
social behavior. 
“This is the way I do, in a calm 
manner, I think for explaining the 
reason for punishment.” 
The psychologist paused, and ad­ 
ded, as an afterthought: 
“Then I whip the hell out of him .”

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Neinda Philosopher Has Praise for 


Bottles That Dissolve In Sunlight 
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Editor’s note: The Neinda 
Philosopher on his Johnson 
grass farm on Route One 
goes overboard this week 
over a new discovery. 


Dear editar: 
Since it apparently is im­ 
possible to keep people 
from 
throwing cans and bottles out of 
their cars, science has just 
about come up with a solution, 
according to an item I read in a 
newspaper somebody threw out 
of his car near this place 
yesterday. 
A scientist claims he has 
invented a plastic container 
which can be scheduled to self­ 
destruct. Exposed to sunlight, it 
melts into nothingness, but the 
time of its melting can be 
regulated over days or months 
by changing the formula, so you 
won’t suddenly find yourself on 
a picnic holding nothing but a 
handful of sodawater. 
But beyond solving the litter 
problem, this idea has far more 
practical uses.

lf Takes Trailer Care To Get You There 
. . . . And Back Home Again . . . . Safely! 


PART I 


Pulling a boat and trailer behind 
the family automobile can be a 
pleasure. But only if (I) the trailer 
is hitched securely to the car; (2) 
the boat is resting evenly on the 
runners and the rollers; and (3) the 
boat is tied down properly to the 
trailer. 
There are numerous types of hitch 
connections to fit the trailer ball and 
all seem to work well. If there is a 
weakness at this point it must be 
with the installer. 
Double-Check Hitch Ball 
Usually his fault is in failure to 
double-check. He should make certain 
that the ball is well seated in the 
cap, that the grippers are beneath 
the ball, and that the lock nut is 
secure . . . screwed down as far as 
it will go. The nut should be tightened 
to the point where threads are visible 
above the nut. 
On the snap-down type the clamp 
should be pushed down until it is 
horizontal. The safety catch should 
be inserted to prevent sudden lurch­ 
ing or bouncing of the trailer from 
snapping open the safety arm. 
Use Proper Length Chain 
For added security a sturdy clamp- 
on chain should be attached on each 
side of the hitch from trailer to hitch 
and long enough only to allow the 
maximum turning space needed. If 
the chains are too lonp they may 


catch on ground objects, stumps, etc. 
over which the trailer rolls, or worse 
yet whip-snap and break. 
Don’t use a hitch that merely 
clamps onto the bumper. One loose 
bolt and away goes your boat and 
trailer. Use a hitch that bolts firmly 
to the steel frame of the car at several 
points. 
Also don’t try to pull a heavy boat 
and trailer with a small, light-weight 
automobile . . . . for your car could 
be flipped over by a sudden gust of 
wind. 
Steel Cable A Must 
Once the trailer is safely attached 
to the car, the boat should be tied 
down tightly on the trailer. 
A good winch and a strong cable 
are essential. Many use quarter-inch 
or larger nylon rope on the winch. 
But nylon will rot, and you can’t tell 
it by looking at it. 
We 
strongly 
recommend 
using 
either % or *4 inch steel cable. 
Braided Vs inch aeroplane type cable 
is great if you want considerable 
length. It tends to bind in the winch 
more than the larger size, but is 
easier to handle and you can get con­ 
siderably more cable on the winch 
. . . in case you need it. 
So use steel cable on your winch 
and save the nylon rope for tie-downs 
at the dock, rescue purposes, and 
anchors. 


Inexpensive Insurance 
If you prefer nylon rope as your 
winch line, you’ll need some insur­ 
ance. In that case get one eyebolt, 
four small cable clamps, a three-foot 
length of Ys inch steel cable, plus a 
tiller cable clamp (or an eye hook). 
Then . . . . 
—Affix the eye bolt to the slant­ 
ing beam that supports the 
winch pole . . . 
—Attach one end of the Vs inch 
steel cable securely to the eye 
bolt, with two of the four cable 
clamps . . . 
—Then, while the boat is in its 
proper position on the trailer 
put the tiller clamp into the 
bow eye and with the remain­ 
ing two cable clamps attach 
this “safety” cable securely to 
the tiller clamp—allowing just 
enough slack in the cable to 
permit easy release of the 
tiller clamp from the boat . . . 
and 
—Finally, cut off the excess 
cable. 
Add Finishing Touch 
For a real neat job wrap some 
water-resistant electrical tape heavily 
over both ends of the steel cable, 
including the four cable clamps. This 
not only keeps the sharp ends of the 
cable from scratching someone (in­ 
cluding yourself) but also prevents 
unraveling of the cable. Also keeps 
bolts and nuts from rusting as well 
as working loose. 
This short cable attachment 
trailer to boat. . . . is your insurance 
in case the nylon winch line breaks. 


It will prevent your boat from sliding 
off the trailer while in transit. But 
it won’t prevent the nylon rope from 
breaking while winching your boat 
in from the water. 
Stop Bouncing Boat 
Despite the security of the cus­ 
tomary rear-end transom tie downs, 
there is still the problem of a bounc­ 
ing boat. So, at about the middle of 
your boat run a wide, Webb belt 
beneath your trailer, up the sides of 
your boat and over the gunnels to 
strap your boat firmly to your trailer. 
Many a boat bottom has been 
damaged and even bowed or punc­ 
tured because the boat bounced off 
the runners and came into contact 
with the metallic ends rather than 
the soft sides of the rubber roller 
guides . . . or the rollers were not in 
proper position to begin with. 
Protecting Transom 
Those extra large rubber rollers on 
your trailer, directly under the stern 
of your boat, are not there solely to 
guide the center of your boat down 
the middle of your trailer. They are 
there also to withstand the heavy 
weight at the stern of the boat. See 
that the transom rests directly on 
these rollers. 
Lastly, raise your motor, tilt it 
across the transom and lock it in that 
position. This is essential if you are 
to drive through areas where there 
are high centers, rocks or other ob­ 
jectives that might damage the prop 
and also the transom. 
Ready your boat and trailer care­ 
fully for the trip . . . feel safe . . . and 
have fun.

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Cyclists Need to Know 


State’s New Bike Rules 


With more and more people 
taking up bicycle riding as a 
hobby and for exercise it has 
become increasingly important 
that cyclists learn the state’s 
new bike rules. 
The new laws were designed 
to make 
bicycling safer and 
more enjoyable for the biker. 
Under the new law, cyclists are 
subject to traffic tickets the 
same as the car or truck driver. 
New Bicycle laws for Texas 
bikers are: 
1. A person riding a bicycle 
shall not ride other than upon or 
astride 
a 
permanent 
and 
regular seat. 
2. No bicycle shall be used to 
carry more persons at one time 
than the number for which it is 
deisgned or equipped. This law 
outlaws “pumping” unless the 
passenger sits on a regular 
passenger carrier seat. It also 
outlaws riders on handlebars or 
astride the bar on a boy’s bike. 
3. No person riding a bicycle 
shall attach 
the same or 
himself to any streetcar or 
vehicle upon a roadway. 
4. Every person riding a 
bicycle upon a roadway shall 
ride as near to the right side of 
the roadway as practicable, 
exercising due care when 
passing a standing vehicle or 
one proceeding in the same 
direction. 


Riding on the left side against 
traffic, riding in the middle of 
the street or weaving in the 
street, are declared illegal by 
this law. Stunt riding should be 
saved for home driveways. 
5. Persons riding bicycles 
upon a roadway shall not ride 
more than two abreast except 
on paths or parts of roadways 
set aside for the exclusive use of 
bicycles. 
6. Where a usable path for 
bicycles 
has 
been 
provided 
adjacent to a roadway, bicycle 
riders shall use such paths and 
shall not use the roadway. 
7. No person operating a 
bicycle 
shall 
carry 
any 
package, bundle or article 
which prevents the driver from 
keeping at least one hand upon 
the handlebars. 
8. Every bicycle in use at 
nightime shall be equipped with 
the following: 
— A lamp on the front which 
shall emit a white light visible 
at a distance of at least 500 feet 
to the front. 
— a red reflector on the rear 
of a type approved by the 
Department of Pubic Safety 
which shall be visible from all 
distances up to 300 feet. 
— a red light on 
the rear 
visible from a distance of 500 
feet in addition to the red 
reflector.

It is also recommended that 
night riders wear light-colored 
clothing that will make the rider 
more visible to motorists. 
9. Every bicycle shall be 
equipped with a brake which 
will enable the operator to make 
the braked wheels skid on dry, 
level, clean pavement. 
The Dept, of Public Safety 
also recommends these tips for 
business districts. 
1. Stay off sidew alks in 
business district. 
2. Walk your bicycle across 
dangerous intersections. 
3. Do not weave in and out of 
traffic or ride out from behind 
parked cars. 
4. Move off the street to stop, 
park or make repairs to your 
bicycle. 
5. Do not ride on streets where 
there is much traffic.
